The Morgan lads who lost to 
Oil Springs 84-56 earlier in the 
week overcame a 3-point half¬ 
time deficit to best Sandy Hook 
54-53.

Governor A. B. Chandler Tues¬ 
day pledged to work for Ken¬ 
tucky’s progress and not to let 
any political ambitions interfere 
with this pledge. 

Chandler 


this promise in 
his inaugural address shortly af¬ 
ter being sworn in as Kentucky’s 
governor for the second time. He 
previously had held the office 
from 1935 to 1939. 

Before a roaring, cold-tupped 
crowd variously estimated at 
75.000 to 100,000. the Versaille.s 
Democrat took the oarth of office 
at 1:57 p.m., in front of the Ken¬ 
tucky State Capitol in Frankfort. 

Circuit Judge William B. Ar- 
dery, a longtime Chandler friend, 
administered the oath of office to 
both Chandler and Lieutenant 
Governor-elect Harry Lee Wa- 
terfield. 

Chandler later told a press 
conference that he was reaffirm¬ 
ing his pledge to implement Ken¬ 
tucky’s Minimum Foundation pro¬ 
gram for education and that he 
would not know whether or not 
any additional taxes would be 
necessary until B'inance Commis¬ 
sioned James W. Martin “tells me 
how much money we have and 
how much we can expect.” 

Chandler paused a ' moment 
when he was asked about his fu¬ 
ture and then replied, “1 have no 
other political ambiitons now. I 
am not an office seeker now. My 
only ambition is to do a good job 
lor my people.” 

The question was prompted by 
banners in the gigantic inaugural 
parade proclaiming "Happy lor 
Governor in ’55, President in ’80." 

.Appoints Cabinet 

Immediately after the inaugur¬ 
ation, Gov. Chandler announced 
appointment of 16 department 
heads. 

Heading the list wa.s the nam¬ 
ing of Robert Humphreys of 
Frankfort as Commissioner of 
Highways, the state’s largest de¬ 
partment from the standpoint of 
funds expended and number of 
employees. 

"I^e Governor appointed Laban 
Jackson of Shelby County as 
Commissioner of Conservation, 
replacing Henry Ward, who held 
the job through the last two ad¬ 
ministrations. ' 

Charles Allphin, Grant County 
farmer and educator, was named 
to head the State Welfare Depart¬ 
ment. and Dr. Frank Games was 
selected for the job of Commis¬ 
sioner of Mental Health, a job he 
held in the Wetherby administra¬ 
tion. 

Other appointments maae were. 

Adjutant General—Col. J. J. 
Williams. Somerset banker and 
retired Army officer. 

Deputy Adjutant General and 
Civil Defense Administrator, Maj. 
Gen. Jesse S. Lindsay, who was 
Adjutant General in the outgoing 
administration. 

Executive Secretary to the Gov¬ 
ernor—Harry Davis, 41, former 
Secretary of the Kentucky Whole¬ 
sale Liquor Dealers Association. 

Commissioner of Revenue—Jas. 
E. Luckett, 45, Frankfort, who 


up a quick 10-point lead in the 
second quarter but Coach Merle 
Nickell’s Morgan team, sparked 
by guards Bill Bailey and Newell 
Hill, rang up 8 quick markers, 
cutting Sandy Hooks lead to 25- 
22 at the half-way horn. 

Morgan couldn’t seem to find 
the range in the third quarter 
and Sandy Hook took possession 
of an 8-point lead. But midway 
in the period the Blue Devils be¬ 
gan to connect, cutting the lead 
to 37-36 and with only a lew sec¬ 
onds to go until the quarter horn, 
guard Bob Rose sank 2 free throws 
to put Morgan County ahead 38-37. 

Morgan gained a 5-point lead 
in the opiening minutes of the 
final quarter but Sandy Hook, 
far from beaten. ca«ight fire and 
jumped ahead 51-50 with a min¬ 
ute and a half to go. The Morgan 
team came roaring back down the 
floor and guard Bill Bailey sank 
one from the foul line putting 
Morgan ahead again 52-51. 

Again Sandy Hook rallied and 
sank another one, putting them 
ahead 53-52. With less than 20 
seconds to go, the Morgan lads 
calmly worked the ball down 
court and with only 5 seconds 
left center Darrell Adams conn¬ 
ected to win the game 54-53. 

High scorers for Morgan were 
Adams with 14 points. Bill Bailey 
with 13. J. B. Brown. 10. Newell 
Hill scored 6. Bob Rose 4. and 
Darrell Wheeler 3. 

Sandy Hook wes paced by Ison 
with 14 and Fialey with 13

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SPIRITl'AL SIGNIFICANCE OF CHRISTMAS 

Christmas is the most loved and revered of 
all Christendom’s festive days—and. along with 
Easter the most mystical and symbolic. 

Beyond the fact that we observe December 
25th historically as the birth anniversary of 
Jesus, it is well to ponder the spiritual sym- 
bologv of the Bible story of the birth of the 
Christ Child in Bethlehem nearly 2.000 years ago.

GOV. HETHERRV CAN HI-; PROl’U 
OF .4 HOl'SE LEFT IN ORDER

Next week, L.awrence Wetherby leaves the 
Governor’s office that he has held for the past 
five years. He ma.v do so with pride. For in 
the final summing up only violent partisans or 
those with personal grudges can deny that he has 
been a good Governor, and one whose adminis¬ 
tration has helped to advance his state and its 
people. 

Every Kentuckv governor works under the 
traditional handicaps of too little money, too 
many needs, an ingrained system of spoils poli¬ 
tics, the economic dominance of powerful and 
unprogressive interests and a state Constitution 
that hampers progressive government at every 
turn. Lawrence Wetherby faced all these and 
more He inherited from the Clements adminis¬ 
tration. or was given by election, many officials 
w,i,>se eiitii’usiasiii; loyaitj i.c d.U *iO*. ca.i«.ltaiiu 
and whose efficiency was not certain. In the 
end, some of these deserted him and his cause. 
Others hurt his cause by questionable acts or 
conduct. 

Yet in the overall survey of his accomplish¬ 
ments, these shortcomings appear insignificant. 
The record is good. Lawrence Wetherby has 
left his mark on Kentucky, and Kentucky is the 
better for it. It can be seen in the excellent 
parks system that has sparked our half-billion 
dollar a year tourist business. It can be seen in 
the beautifully renovated Capitol, the Capitol 
Annex, the new State Fairground, five new ar¬ 
mories, 15 county hospitals and 30 health centers. 
It can be seen in the Youth Authority, the revised 
welfare programs and the exemplary mental 
treatment system. 

Gov’cmor Wetherby’s administration has been 
a time of building. Sixteen thousand miles of 
highways have b^n built or improved. New 
structures have been built at the four state hos- 
hospitals. Kentucky Children’s Home, the Ken¬ 
tucky Training Home. New buildings have also 
been constructed at the University of Kentucky 
and the four state colleges, at Kentucky State 
College, at Mayo Vocational School and at tha 
West Kentudo^ Vocational Training School. 
Partly because of high building and labor costs, 
more money—$80.000,000—has been spent by the 
state on construction during the last seven years 
than in any comparable time in the history of 
Kentucky. But it has been spent wisely and 
well and where it was needed. 

History will record, too, that the Wetherby 
Administration was a time of progress in the 
field of consen-ation. Under Lawrence Wetherby 
and Conservation Commissioner Heno' Ward a 
start was made to clear the Ohio and other rivers 
of pollution. A strip-mine control law was 
passed to save future generations from the cost 
of repairing the ravages of strippers. New atten¬ 
tion was given to conservation and de\-elopment 
of our forest.s. The development of park areas 
opened to Kentuckians the beauties of our forest, 
lakes and river regions. 

The Wetherby Administration was a time of 
progressive planning The Agricultural and In¬ 
dustrial Development Board was enlarged, and an 
ambitious mapping and aerial survey program 
was carried out to help in the promotion of Ken¬ 
tucky as a site for new industries. Through the 
combined efforts of the state, business and local 
organization, hundreds of new industries were 
brought to Kentucky. A study of highways was 
made by the Automotive Safety Foundation, and 
a plan for a new highway system was recom¬ 
mended. Under state urpng, and with state help, 
local assessments were improved, and as a con- 
.sequence more money was made available to the 
school A Minimum Educational Foundation Law 
was passed that, given full financial support, 
will raise the educational level of Kentucky 

Louisville and Jefferson County will have 
reason to remembe- the Wetherby AdminLstra- 
tion. ,too. During this administration, for the 
first time in history, the Louisville area received 
something approachng a fair share of state high¬ 
way funds. The Watterson Expressway and the 
Kentucky Turnpike will .help greatly to relieve 
tratfic congestion in the Louisville area, and as 
the Wetherby Administration bows out, plans 
are being made for an Outer Belt highway 
around the metropolitan area. Increased funds 
from the state have helped sustain the vitallv 
important University of Louisville School of 
Medicine. Kentucky’s only college for the training 
of doctors. And if the Louisville-New Albany 
bridge is finally built, as now seems likely, much 
of the credit will belong to Lawrence Wetherby. 
whose interests and efforts helped get it started. 

During his term in office. Lawrence Wetherby 
put income taxes on a sensible, pay-as-you-go 
basis. During his term the legislature has not 
passed a deficit appropriation. He has lived 
within his income, and he now leaves the new 
administration with a nice surplus in the state 
Trea.sury. Indeed, he leaves his house in good 
order. Kentucky may be grateful, and he may 
feel a rightful pride as he turn- toward other 
pursuits.

FRANKFORT, Ky.—The state 
will have a five million dollar su¬ 
rplus at the end of this fiscal year 
ending next June 30, Governor 
Lawrence Wetherby announced 
before going out of office. 

The surplus will result from a 
new official estimate that receipts 
for the government’s general op¬ 
erating fund will total 89 million 
dollars this fiscal year, instead of 
84 million dollars as previously 
anticipated. 

The year's regular operations 
budget was based on the smaller 
estimate made to the 1954 Gen¬ 
eral Assembly before it adopted 
the budget. 'The general fund is 
separate from the higbavay fund, 
which finances road construction 
and maintenance. 

Wetherby added that enough 
money remained in the general 
fund to continue until the end of 
the fiscal year each department’s 
program for which the 1954 Legis¬ 
lature appropriated funds. 

Wetherby also said his adminis¬ 
tration will leave office with an 
unencumbered balance of $26,599 
in the governor’s emergency fund 
and $64,830 in the fund which has 
been set aside to underwrite var¬ 
ious projects.

War Trophy Firearms 
Should Be Deactivated 


Deactivation of all War Trophy 
Firearms is the goal of a Treas¬ 
ury Dt'partinent dnve now start¬ 
ing. Bievause of the numerous 
tragic accidents involving thes 
weapons. Treasury’s .Moohol 81 
Tobacco Tax Investigators are 
making an effort to encourage 
the deactivation of all such guns 
of the fully automatic type. 

Registration of fully automatic 
firearms is required by provi¬ 


sions of the National Firearms 
Act, and failure to register them 
makes thtmi subject to seizure. 
Stiff jienalties are pmvidivt for 
any transfer from one person to 
another of such weapons if they 
are not registered. According to 
Treasury authorities, this old anti 
gangster law is mtrndeil to pre¬ 
vent the fireamis from falling 
into the hands of criminals. 

A war trophy, after registra¬ 
tion and deactivation, will not m 
the future come under the law, 
and subsequent tran.sfers from 
one person to another will bo fret 


of all Federal controls. 

Investigators are making an 
effort to locate all guns coming 
under the law, which have not 
been registereo and made inoper- 
btive, m the hope of reducing the 
number of accidents caused by 
them 

Full mformution may be ob- 
tameti by ctnitactmg Alcohol and 
Tobacco Tax Inves-tigators, Cat- 
lettuburg, Ky.

New Provision of 
Social Se urity to 
Be Told Here 27th 

Employers and employees are 
reminded that the maximum 
wages from which the social sec¬ 
urity deduction is made has in¬ 
creased to $4200 for 1955 and 
succeeding years. Robert A Flynn 
district manager of the Ashland, 
Kentucky, social security office 
said that the 1954 amendments 
to the Social Security Act pro¬ 
vided for this increase effective 
this year. 

Mr. Flynn stated that the in¬ 
crease in wage credits thus estab¬ 
lished would mean higher max¬ 
imum benefits in the future for 
retired workers and their dep¬ 
endents or for the survivor of 
these workers in case of death. 
The $.3600 maximum allowed be¬ 
fore 1955 permitted maximum 
monthly benefits of $98.50 to a, 
retired worker while the new i 
$4200 maximum can mean $108 - 
50 to insuied employed or self- 
employed persons retiring after 
mid-1056. 

All employees who earn wages 
of more than $3600 in a calendar 
year should make certain that 
the new maximum is being re¬ 
ported. They car. do this by check¬ 
ing their pay slips or by check¬ 
ing with their employers. 

’The social secunty administ¬ 
ration also advises all workers 
to check on their wage records 
each three years. Post card forms 
are available at all social sec¬ 
urity offices for this purpose", 
Mr. Flynn added.

three months the least.s are can¬ 
celed automatically. 

Auxier was sent into Elliott 
county last week to prospect the 
region around the site where core 
drilling of the Kimberlite dike.s 
was started two months ago by a 
group of Eastern Kentucky attor¬ 
neys and geologists. The drilling 
is on a 40()-acre tract on Hamil¬ 
ton Branch leased from the Sel¬ 
lers heirs of Baltimore, Md. by 
Judge John A. Keck of Sandy 
Hook, a member of the firm that 
is conducting exploration activi¬ 
ties. 

Auxier, who studied geology at 
Berea College and Tennessee 
Polytech Institute, took a geiger 
counter and a mineralite into the 
section last week to make tests. 
He told 'The Elliott News Mon¬ 
day that "the territory looks fa¬ 
vorable for radioactive content 
and possibly other valuable min¬ 
erals.’’ 

“One test I made shows one- 
tenth of one percent of uranium, 
but this was from a sampling only 
four feet deep, merely a surface 
reading.” Auxier said. 

Auxier said his company will 
core-drill to a depth of between 
500 and 1,000 feet to test the area. 

He is taking leases near the 
Sellers tract on Hamilton Branch. 

So far no leases have been 
taken on Ison Creek which is the 
site of two of the four Kimbei- 
lite dikes in that area. 

Previous geological reports of 
the area state that the Kimber¬ 
lite found on Hamilton Branch 
and Ison Creek is similar to the 
Kimberlite from which diamonds 
are mined in the famous Kim¬ 
berly Diamond Mines in South 
Africa. The Kimberlite is from 
lava spewed up by a volcano that 
only- partly erupted. 

Woodson Diamond, geologist in 
charge of the core drilling started 
two months ago, said specimens 
of the cores brought up from the 
drilling are being sent regularly 
to an assay office for complete 
analysis. So far no public report 
of the analysis has been made. 

Diamond also announced a few 
weeks ago that 130 acres of the 
400-acre Sellers leace had been 
optionc'd to a St. Louis firm. 

Apparently, extensive explora¬ 
tion activities are plannetl for the 
area.
